Gov. Milliken Wants 
Action On Program 


LANSING (AP) — Gov. William Milliken today 
released a report by State Commerce Director Richard 
E. Whitmer containing: a 10-point action program to 
accelerate the economic development of the Upper Pen­ 
insula. 


The program was developed following a six-day 
tour of the Upper Peninsula by Whitmer and other 
Commerce Department officials at the governor’s re­ 
quest. The group visited 10 communities and talked to 
hundreds of people. 


The report placed heavy emphasis on state aid to 
the Upper Peninsula through such major departments 
as highway, commerce, treasury, education and natural 
resources.

said only two of die 20 attacks 
were against U.S. units or in­ 
stallations. A spokesman ex­ 
plained that some of the Amen’ 
can casualtiee were at South 
Vietnamese bases where Ameri­ 
can advisers, artillerymen and 
other support troops are sta­ 
tioned.

Brewster, 41, unseated last 
year 
by 
Republican 
Charles 
McC. Mathias, was reported at 
his wife’s estate in 
Ireland 
where he has spent much of his 
time since leaving the Senate in 
January. 


In Chicago, Spiegel issued a 
statement emphatically denying 
“any wrongdoing or improprie­ 
ty.** It expressed confidence It 
will be absolved “after all facts 
are disclosed in a court of law." 


8piegel. one of the country’s 
largest third class mailers, was 
charged with four counts of 
making payments to Influence 
Brewster and with one count of 
paying the then-ecnator tor sc- 
tton taken on legislation which 
had been pending before him. 


If convicted on all five counts, 


Brewster could face a maxi­ 
mum penalty of 62 years impris­ 
onment and IW.OOO In fines. The 
mail order house and Andersoq 
would face similar penalties if 
convicted.

WASHINGTON (AP)-M ichael 
Hudson, Michigan State Univer­ 
sity sophomore and chairman of 
the 10-member Michigan Youth 
Advisory Committee tor the Se­ 
lective 8ervice System, boycot­ 
ted the nation's first draft lot­ 
tery Monday night 


Hudson was to have helped in 
the drawing at Washington to 
select the young men who are 
to be drafted. 


But he refused, saying that his 
participation would be a com­ 
plete endorsement of the Nixon 
administration’s draft system. 
He then was denied entrance to 
the ceremony. 


Also boycotting the lottery was 
the repr esentative of the Alaska 
YAC. 


Both Hudson and the Alaska 
YAC representative said they 
had no idea they would be asked 
to take part in die drawing when 
they were invited to Washington. 


Tlie 56 YAC groups were or­ 
ganized this year to advise Se­ 
lective 
Service 
directors 
on 
draft reform and to give young 
men more of a voice in the Se­ 
lective Service process. 


In discussing the boycott, Paul 
Graf, an MSU senior from Mus­ 
kegon, Mich., and also a mem­ 
ber 
of the 
Michigan 
YAC, 
charged that '’Nixon is coopting 
YAC members into supporting 
his policies. We feel that the 
Invitation is only a move to 
pacify youth.” 


Graf said, “We don't disap­ 
prove with what has been done. 
We say that not enough has been 
done—not nearly enough.” 


General Says: 
Bombing Of North 
Could Hasten Peace 


WASHINGTON *AP> — Gen. 
William Westmoreland says the 
war in Vietnam “would be over 
by this time—or would be near­ 
ly over" had the United States 
continued bombing North Viet­ 
nam. 


The Army chief of staff made 
the assessment before a House 
subcommittee. 


Transcripts of his testimony 
and that of other top Pentagon 
officials including Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin R. Laird before 
the subcommittee two weeks 
ago were made public Monday. 


Laird 
told 
the 
committee 
President Nixon's Vietnam poli­ 
cy is working—and could lead to 
“a military victory’* tor the Sai­ 
gon government. 


But should the process of Vict­ 
im ization of the war falter, 
peace talks prove fruitless and 
North Vietnam step up military 
aggression, Laird said, the Unit­ 
ed States is prepared to escalate 
its war effort. 


“I would not rule out that pos­ 
sibility completely,” Laird said. 
He did, however, seem to rule 
out use of nuclear weapons by 
American forces. 


Westmoreland 
said 
if 
the 
bombing halt had not been or­ 
dered by former President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson more than a 
year ago “the enemy would 
have fullly realized that he had 
nothing to gain by continuing 
the struggle.’* 


But 
he 
acknowledged that

that made the decision . . . had 
every expectation that M s waa 
going to work.

But when a person goes 
on a drunk at a local bar and aleeps It off behind 
the wheel of his automobile he becomes a public 
ooncem. 


With dmgs the same is true, eieept that 
the behavior when under the influence isn’t 
neariy as prsdletable as that of a person under 
the infloeiiee of aleohol. And so while the cry 
may come to togaliie marijuana, the consequen­ 
ces to date don t justify that cry. 


''Statements that marijuana Is 'medically 
safe’ are not aupported by sdentiftc evMenee,’’ 
reports the National biatitute of Mental Health. 
''We do not know the physical effects fully. 
Long-term effects are abeolutely unknown.** 
The same la true for other drugs. 
And when the lee Is not firm, people should 
not tm d.
